Last night the news of the iiendish work 
reached the ears of the officers, and to-day 
Wells was notified to remove the remains 
outside the city limits.

M exican T roops H ave a R attlin g F igh t 
W ith In d ian s. 
N ogales, February 23d.—A fight occurred 
a few days ago at the little valley of Ba- 
tachi in the wild iiacatete Mountains. Cap­ 
tain Encisco, at the head of a number of 
troops, and a large party of citizens from 
tanches, attacked some Indians who were 
fortified in a strong position. 
The Yaquis 
defended themselves bravely. 
The combat 
waged from 2 o’clock in the afternoon till 
nightfall, when the battle was suspended 
owing to darkness. 
The following morning, with the intent 
of continuing the battle, the troops moved 
on the Indian fortifications, but found 
them deserted, the Yaquis having left dur­ 
ing the night with their wounded. In the 
pits were found the bodies of ten Indians. 
Captain Encisco sustained a loss of one 
killed and two wounded. 
Encisco is in hot 
pursuit of tiie Indians, with a re-enforce­ 
ment of fifty more men from the Twelfth 
Battalion, and is well supplied with the 
munitions of war. 
(ieueral Guerra has ordered the encamped 
troops at Potam to form a combination with 
Encisco, with the object of surrounding the 
Indians.

E l P aso, February 23d.—Several Mexi­ 
can m ilitary officers passed through here 
to-dav en route to Sonora, where they are 
ordered to report to General Guerro at Pa­ 
late, a large town near the lower Yaqui 
river, due east from Guaymas. These of­ 
ficials possess considerable experience in 
Indian warlare, and are expected to render 
valuable service pending the Yaqui war, 
which instead of ending with Cajeme s 
death, seems as hitter as ever under the 
leadership of Chico Vendado, the acknowl­ 
edged successor to Cajeme. 
The Yaquis’ situation in Sonora resem­ 
bles in many 
particulars 
that of the 
Apaches, Utes, Sioux and other tribes of 
the United States. The Yaquis were pos­ 
sessed of a large reservation along the 
Yaqui river, embracing hundreds of thou­ 
sands ot acres of rich and fertile lands 
that nad nev r been disturbed by the vic­ 
torious Spaniard nor his successor, the 
modern Mexican. The Yaquis had been 
in fact always sufficiently warlike to keep 
up some kind of independence under their 
own Chiefs, who guarded with a jealous 
eye their country from the invasion of 
Mexican squatters. 
The real cause of the Yaqui war was the 
burning desire of a num ber of wealthy 
and influential Mexicans to possess them ­ 
selves of the rich, wealth-producing acres. 
For this reason the aid of the Federal Gov­ 
ernm ent was invoked, while open war was 
made upon Cajeme, the patriotic Chief. 
The great mass of the tribe were cajoled by 
specious promises of dividing and parti­ 
tioning the lands of the great reservation 
in severalty. After Cajeme was made way 
with, these promises v/ere not kept. The 
whole disirict ts watered by the Yaqui 
river, from the crest ot the Sierra Madre to 
the breakers of the Pacific Ocean, will 
shortly be parcelled out in immense grants 
to a few favored persons, whose influence 
in Sonora is well understood and to whom 
grants will go. 
Sotne parties high in position managed 
to secure the iarger portion of Ixiwer Cal­ 
ifornia under under the guise of a grant to 
the International Company. Not in the 
United States alone do )>eople use the facili­ 
ties given by high official position for the 
purpose or swelling their private accounts.

H O W IT W O R K E D . 


M ore L iglit T hrow n Upon th e Sugar Trust 
O perations. 
ft opynykt, 1886,

N ew Y o r k , February 23d.—A side light 
is thrown upon the operations of the Sugar 
Trust, through the agency of interviews 
wilh Philadelphia refiners, who refused to 
enter the combination. 
E. C. Knight said 
to an interviewer that he would have 
joined^ the trust had his refinery been in 
New York, but Philadelphia refiners would 
be in the minority in the trust, and the 
Philadelphia refineries would, therefore, 
have been closed, probably only those in 
New York and Brooklyn continuing to run. 
The capacity of refineries east of the 
Pacific Coast has been from 20 to 25 per 
cent, greater than the home consumption 
since the drawback on refined sugar ex­ 
ported was reduced 2.82, to a point that 
lias decreased the export trade to a nominal 
figure, as the duty on 100 test sugars is 
2.40, while the drawback on refined is 
about the same, which leaves the refiner 
who exports with a loss instead of a profit 
to the extent of shrinkage in wight by the 
process of refining, besides the cost l hereof. 
This confined us to the home market, and 
with 25 per cent, greater capacity than con­ 
sumption we could all only run about 
three-quarters, or some m ust run less if 
the others run more. 
Under the trust this extra 25 per cent, 
capacity has been laid off and expenses 
stopped, while the most improved and 
economical refineries do all the work. 
Under the trust 100 test granulated sugar 
is selling at Jc or ljc higher than before 
the trust was formed. Other sugars have 
advanced under the trust. 


COLORADO 8H E E P M E F .

D e nver, February 23d.—A convention of 
the wool-growers of Colorado met in the 
Chamber of Commerce to day. After the 
disposal of routine business the Convention 
adopted a resolution which was addressed 
to Colorado's Senators and Representatives 
at W ashington and the Senate and House 
committees, asking them to use every up­ 
right means to prevent a further reduction 
of the wool tariff and to restore the tariff 
rate on wool to the rate, grade for grade,

CONGRESSIONAL I’ROC FEÜINGS. 


T h e Sen ate. 
W ashington. February 23d.—The Senate 
passed bills extending the laws of the 
United States over public land strife: to 
amend alien Land Act so as to permit 
foreign Governments to acquire property in 
the District of Columbia ; to provide pro­ 
tection for sab-marine cables, and to enable 
the State of California to take lands in lieu 
of the 16th and 36th sections found to be 
mineral lands. 
The bill authorizing the construction of 
a bridge across the Columbia river betw een 
Oregon and W ashington Territory was re­ 
ported adversely from the committee. 
The biil to ratify and confirm the agree­ 
ment with the Gros Ventres and other 
Crow Indians in Montana was reported. 
The Senate bill providing for an Inter­ 
national Marine Conference for securing 
greater safety for life and property at sea 
was passed. Also, the bill to amend the 
Act of March 3 ,1S85, for the allotment 
of lunds in severalty to Indians on the 
U m atilla Reservation in Oregon. 
The bill to provide tor the compulsory 
education of Indian children (not includ­ 
ing the five civilized tribes nor the Osages) 
was taken from the calendar, debated and 
went over without action. 
The Senate then took up the bill to in ­ 
corporate the Washington Cable Electric 
Railway. An amendm ent was adopted re­ 
quiring the company to pay a tax of 4 per 
cent, the first four years, 6 per cent, the 
next four years and after that 8 per cent. 
The bill was passed. 
Tbe Senate then adjourned. 
T h e H ou se. 


W a s h in g t o n , February 23d. — in the 
House this morning S. S . Cox was elected 
Speaker pro tern, during the absence of 
Carlisle. 
By a strict party vote the House Commit­ 
tee on Territories agreed to report favorably 
Chairman Springer's ”Omnibu3 bill.” to 
enable the people of Dakota, Montana, 
W ashington Territory and New Mexico to 
form constitutions and State governments, 
and be admitted to the Union on equal 
footing with the original States. The Re­ 
publicans will present a minority report in 
opposition. 
McAdoo offered a resolution, which was 
referred to the Committee on Foreign Af- 
airs, requesting the President to send to the 
House (if not incompatible with the pub­ 
lic interest) all correspondence between 
this Government and Great Britain and 
Venezuela relating to the question of the 
disputed boundaries between the British 
colonies and Venezuela. 
The floor was then accorded to the Com­ 
mittee on Public Buildings and Grounds. 
Among the bills reported and passed on 
the calendar was one for the erection of a 
public building at Helena, Mont., and 
Cheyenne, Wy. Also, to increase the ap­ 
propriation for public buildings at San 
Francisco to $650.000. 
The House then went into Committee of 
the Whole, and the several bills were 
agreed to. 
The House passed the bills and ad­ 
journed.

W a s h in g t o n , February 23d.—The Dem­ 
ocratic National Committee on the third 
ballot this morning unanimously selected 
St. Louis as the place for holding the Dem­ 
ocratic National Convention. 
Subsequently, yesterday's action fixing 
July 3d as the time for holding the Con­ 
vention was reconsidered, and June 3d se­ 
lected as the time of meeting. 
On the first ballot to-day San Francisco 
received 17 votes, Chicago 15, St. Louis 12i 
New York 1 and Cincinnati 1. 
On the second ballot San Francisco re­ 
ceived 17, Chicago 16, St. Lonis 13, New 
York 1. 
At the beginning of the third ballot it was 
evident that a choice would be made. 
Dakota’s delegate voted for St. Louis, and 
the other Territorial votes that had hereto­ 
fore been cast for San Francisco were given 
for St. Louis. The members of the com­ 
mittee, seeing how the tide was setting, 
changed the votes previously cast for Chi­ 
cago and San Francisco to St. Louis, and 
when the roll-call was completed St. Louis 
had such a majority that the choice was 
made unanimous. 


TH E MISSOURI WHOOP. 
The news was whispered through the 
door of the cominittee-room to the waiting 
crowds outside, and the St. Louis men set 
up a whoop and howl that made the corri­ 
dors of W illard’s ring. 
They rushed for 
the St. Lonis headquarters, gave another 
cheer and ordered up several cases of cham ­ 
pagne to celebrate their winning. 
A more disgusted crowd than the San 
Francisco delegation it would be hard to 
find. 
Deep sadness fell upon the group of sen­ 
sation newspaper boomers who, regardless 
of the desperate odds that have always ex­ 
isted against San Francisco, have led many 
Californians to believe that the Convention 
would be held in that city. 
If San Fran­ 
cisco ever had a serious prospect of secur­ 
ing the Convention, it was defeated by dis­ 
sensions within the delegation, growing out 
of the old Stockton Convention fight. Two 
Californians—Colonel Tarpev of the Na­ 
tional Committee, and Colonel Irish, repre­ 
senting respectfully opposing wings of the 
Democratic 
party 
in California—came 
here to urge as a unite the claims of San 
Francisco. 
IRISH SAT UPON. 
Irish is an eloquent man, and it was ex­ 
pected that both Tarpey and himself would 
address tbe committee. 
After a long and 
heated discussion in the headquarters of 
the delegation yesterday morning, Irish 
was notified that he would not be asked to 
address the committee. Afterward this de­ 
cision was reconsidered, and Tarpey in­ 
vited Irish to come to the meeting, that he 
would follow Senator Vest, who presented 
St. Louis’ claims. Before Vest had finished 
Tarpey sent word to Irish that he had re­ 
considered his determination, and General 
H. C. King, who held the Nevada proxy, 
would make the addre s. 
King made about as miserable a presenta­ 
tion ol San Francisco’s claims as the most 
hearty opponent of that city would desire, 
and Tarpey’s excellent speech afterward 
could not offset King’s failure. 
Irish’s friends among the delegates were 
provoked when they* heard of the treat­ 
ment he had received. 
Again San Francisco’s financial guaran­ 
tee was signed by General Ned Beale, a 
W ashington Republican, and that did not 
please many members of the committee 
W illiam L. Scott, who seemed to be 
managing the committee lor the Adminis­ 
tration, seeing that Chicago’s case was 
hopeless, used the strength (if his influence 
against San Francisco and in favor of St. 
Louis. 
The change of date to June 5th was made 
through Scott’s solicitation, though none of 
the committee were anxious toeudure July 
weather in S’. Louis. 


TARPEY’S VERSION OF THE DEFEAT. 
The failure of San Francisco to secure 
the Convention is attributed by M. F. Tar­ 
pey and friends oí a San Francisco news­ 
paper, which had hoped to gain some no­ 
toriety by successfully pressing the claims 
of that city, to the hostility of President 
Cleveland to the Pacific coast as the meet­ 
ing-plane of the Democratic Convention, 
and to the efforts of W. L. Scott, of Penn­ 
sylvania. who favored the selection of 
Chicago in preference to San Francisco. 
Scott was undoubtedly opposed to San 
Francisco, and he used every argument that 
he could think of to carry "the Convention 
to a more central poiut. The is no doubt 
that in his talks with individual delegates 
he said that the President did not approve 
of the selection of San Francisco, but he 
had not the hardihood to make a public 
assertion in the committee meeting that 
Cleveland had indicated a preference for or 
opposition to any place in the country for 
the meeting of the Convention.

QUARRELING ALL 
ROUND. 


A n oth er Story o f th e IrU h -T arp ey F a ll­ 
ing Out.

W a s h in g t o n , Februarr 23d.—In the dis­ 
patches to the California Associated Press 
this afternoon some idea was given of tbe 
dissensions in the California delegation 
which was sent here to secure the Conven­ 
tion for San Francisco. Colonel Irish does 
not think he was treated with decency by 
Mr. Tarpey, and he attributes the failure cif 
San Francisco to obtain the Convention to 
Tarpey’s lack of judgment. 
Tarpey, on the other hand, says that he 
was working single-handed for victory, and 
that he was willing to sacrifice anything to 
obtain success. 
In a conversation with 
yonr correspondent to-night Tarpey said : 
“ It was agreed in the conference that Gen­ 
eral Rosecrans, Mr. Irish, Mr. King and 
myself should address the committee in 
behalf of San Francisco. Each city was 
given twenty minutes in which to present 
its claim, and it was immaterial to me 
whether there were twenty men to speak 
one m inute each, or one man to sneak 
twenty minutes. I asked Mr. Tingle, Con­ 
gressman Thompson and General Ham­ 
mond to address the committee, and all 
of 
them refused. 
Then, after 
having 
invited Irish, Rosecrans and 
King to 
address the committee, and while they were 
in readiness to do so Gorman told me to 
lim it the speakers to King and iny9elf. 
I 
told Rosecrans and Irish what I had been 
directed to do. Genera! Ro. ecrans appar­ 
ently had no feeling in the matter, bnt 
Irish evidently had. 
He said nothing, but 
I inferred that he felt aggrieved. Had I 
undertaken to have told Gorman that i had 
made certain arrangements for speeches, in 
opposition to his views, he might very 
properly have told me that as San Fran­ 
cisco was managing its own fight it reqnired 
no further advice or assistance from him, 
and we would have lost all his support. I 
did not think 
it wise to imperil our 
chances in this manner. 
Last night Gen­ 
eral Hammond and myself callea at Rep­ 
resentative Scott’s house to see him in re­ 
lation to the Convention. H e was very 
brusque, to say the least, and, holding the 


door of his house open without inviting us 
to take 
seats, declined to discuss our 
claims to the Convention. I think that 
Scott s representations, as the moutli-piece 
of the Administration, beat us. 
We all 
did everything in our power. General 
Hammond, Mr. Tingle and 
Mr. Curtis 
worked indefatigably tor San Francisco. If 
Mr. Irish obtained a single vote for San 
F rancisco among tbe members of the com­ 
mittee. I am at a loss to know where he got 
it. We are beaten, and I have no com­ 
plaints to make. 
We made the be-t fight 
possible, and we were whipped. That is 
all there is of it.” 


TARPEY AND TINGLE DO NOT SPEAK 
NOW. 
Mr. Tarpev will leave for San Francisco, 
v,:i New York, :icx1 week. Associated with 
him and other gentlemen desirous of soenr- 
ing the Convention 
to San Francisco has 
been special agent G. R Tingle, of the 
Treasury Department, who has been as­ 
signed to duty at the fur seal islands of 
Alaska. 
Both Tarpey and Tingle have 
been in daily communication with the 
California State Democratic Club. 
Tingle 
lias conducted the correspondence wilh 
this club, and last night, feeling that the 
simaticn justified a hopeful message to that 
institution, he indited a telegram and 
asked Tarpey to join him in signing it.

Union, which was so successful last season, 
are making energetic preparations for the 
disposition of this year’s fruit crop. The 
demand for the fruit East is bonnd to be 
greater this year than last. Every bunch 
of luscious grapes, every one of the perfect 
peaches, every golden apricot or tempting 
pear that was sold in the Eastern cities 
was, they 
say. 
an 
advertisement 
of 
California's 
horticultural 
capabilities 
that resulted in two ways. 
It created 
a demand for more of such fruit there, 
anti also a desire among those who tasted 
to come to the country that has such pro­ 
ductions. The unir.n the coming season 
will try to supply those who may not come 
here and secure it for themselves, thcre- 
tary Fairbank said to-day that probably 
1,000 ears of fruit would be sent to* Eastern 
points this year. 
Last season 675 cars 
were sent. 
The quantity that will be 
shipped is largely dependent on the freight 
rates and the m anner of the disposition 
of the fruit—whether by aucLion-plan or 
not. 
If the auction-plan in Chicago is 
adopted, as talked of, it is thought likclv 
that two of the largest shippers in tne State, 
C .W . Reed and the Earl Fruit Company, 
both of Sacramento, will join with the 
union. Reed, last season, shipped 200 cars. 
John Markley, of Sonoma, will go East for 
the union, when tiie season opens, and at­ 
tend to its interests at different agencies. 
No agents for this season have been defi­ 
nitely decided up n. 
This m atter will 
doubtless be discussed at the meeting of 
the Directors next month. There will 
probahly be agencies at New York, Bos­ 
ton, Philadelphia. Chicago, 
Buffalo or 
Cleveland, St. Louis and Denver, and fruit 
will doubtless be sold on the auction plan 
at each point. 
The appointment cf a gen­ 
eral manager of the union will also come 
up for decision at the next meeting.

next season. 
It is argued that the manager 
should be neither a fruit-prodncer nor 
dealer. 

H. A. Fair- 
bank, is talked o: for the office, and the 
presumption is that many other aspirants 
for the office, which pays well, will appear. 
“ Washington Porter and Nat T. Salis­ 
bury, of Chicago, ol Ihe Porter Brothers 
Company, formerly agents of the Union, 
arrived here last night from the East. Thev 
are here to confer regarding fruit prospects, 
and also to arrange ior Riverside orange 
shipments. They will go south in a few 
days.”

There is not the least doubt 
but that the same motion has inspired the 
present visit, as the question of chosing 
officers and agents for the union, and the 
method of selling fruit in Chicago, are soon 
to be determined, and is im portant.

WAR UPON INFAMIES. 
A Dill is now before Congress to prohibit 
the publication of lottery advertisements 
in the District of Columbia, and to forbid 
the transmission through the mails of any 
publications whatever containing lottery 
advertisements. Should the bill become a 
law, and the jiostal officials enforee it, our 
eomtemporaries, the San Francisco Call, 
Chronicle, Iframincr, Aha and l'ost, will be 
objects for pity, since they will be com­ 
pelled either to abandon the illicit rev­ 
enues they now receive from the lottery 
managers for advertising, or establish in­ 
dependent mail-carriage for their outlying 
circulation. The law of the State of Cali­ 
fornia forbidding such advertising they 
unanimously agree to ignore and defy, but 
when it comes to a wrestle with Cncle 
Sam we doubt the ability of these western 
metropolitan contcmjxjraries to cope with 
the authorities. 
It is not at all surprising that the At­ 
lanta Constitution, New York Sun and 
other Democratic journals should set upa 
cry in unison against the proposed law. 
\ ery few Democratic papers have ever 
had the courage to fight the Southern lot­ 
teries, which are nothing less than lions in 
the way and roar lustily whenever availed. 
Precisely as was anticipated, these papers 
have set up the old-time cry about the 
sanctity of the mails, and the “ freedom of 
the press.” Will they never understand 
that the jmstal system was not established 
as an aid to the schemes of robbers and 
gamblers? Cannot these self-important 
sheets comprehend that the Government 
mail service, costing more to the people than 
the revenue it brings in, is maintained for 
the purpose of carrying the letters and pa­ 
pers of the people not contraband under 
the laws, conservative of good morals and 
the peace and order of society ? The 
Postal Ikpartment now has a black list as 
long as the longest Democratic arm, of 
frauds, cheats, thieves, quacks, poisoners, 
procurers, counterfeiters and gamblers who 
are prohibited the use of the mails for the 
purpose of carrying on their infamous vo­ 
cations. No one objects to their exclu­ 
sion ; it is a wise regulation and saves 
millions of money to the people who, 
prior to its enforcement, were systematic­ 
ally robbed of their earnings through the 
agency of the mails as employed by ad- 
tising rascals, venders of dangerous goods, 
immoral publications, vicious literature, 
counterfeit bank-notes, spurious receipts, 
fraudulent •* patents,” etc. It is now pro­ 
posed to add the Beauregard & Early, and 
all other lottery corruptions to the black 
list. 
It is no infringement of liberty of the 
press to limit its licentious business. It is 
no trespass upon the right to be free from 
search of person ami papers, to declare 
what matter the United .States will engage 
to carry between the people. The chief 
surprise in the whole matter is, that 
Washington newspapers, which are for­ 
ever preaching unto others concerning 
rectitude of lite, and constant in pointing 
out the way in which others should 
walk, wail in chorus at the bill. It is 
amazing what a wealth of rhetoric and 
logic they can evoke in defense of the 
monthly two-column sop of advertisement 
they receive from the lottery managers, 
to say nothing of the “ dollar-a-line” 
reading notices (without stars) of lucky 
fellows who draw prizes. 
It is to lie hoped Congress will not be 
frightened by the beating of tom toms in 
which the lottery advertising press of New 
Y oik, New Orleans and Washington are 
now engaged. Let our legislators reflect 
that ever since the courageous administra­ 
tion of Postmaster-General Keyes, under 
Mr. II ayes, the lotteries heve been black­ 
listed, and their circulars, letters and doc 
aments forbidden transmission through the 
mails. How absurdly inconsistent it is to 
shut the mai 1-bags to the lottery circular 
itself, but permit it to gain entry beneath 
the newspaper mask. 
The Cleveland 
Leader and Herald is sound in its conclu­ 
sion that “the sooner newspapers are forced 
to cease building up such public evils as 
lotteries the better it will be for the whole 
couutrv. A paper which can't live with­ 
out lottery advertisements should die, and 
a paper which can live on decent business 
and takes such patronage ought to be pun­ 
ished.” 
The San Francisco press itself manifests . 
a great deal of indignation that some lot­ 
tery agencies in that city arc maintained 
despite the efforts of the police, and they 
applaud with one voice whenever the of­ 
ficials descend upon a Chinese lottery and 
carry off to the city lock-up dealers, play­ 
ers and the machinery of the game. Y’et, 
in the same issues, our “consistent" eon- 
temjKtraries advertise a foreign lottery, be­ 
side which the ('hiñese lottery is virtue in­ 
carnate. As a matter of fact the woist 
Chinese lottery is fairer, less a cheat and a 
fraud than the more pretentious American 
concerns. 
ELECTION FRAUDS AT THE SOUTH. 
That election frauds are encouraged in 
aid of the Democratic party in the South­ 
ern States is proven, among many other 
eases, by that of the McDuffie-Davidson 
contest before the House of Representa­ 
tives. Davidson, a Democrat, claims to 
have l>een elected to Congress from the 
Fourth Alabama District over two oppo­ 
sition candidates. He claims a plurality 
of 11,387 votes over 6,044 cast for the 
other candidates. The District in 1868 
gave General Grant 20,802 votes and Sey­ 
mour 6,636. Davidson in November, 1886 
received 14,913, a majority of 8,869 over 
the two candidates in opposition, or a 
plurality of 11,387, as stated. The evi­ 
dence presented to Congress shows—and 
the extracts used are fair samples—that as 
to the Orville precinct, in Dallas county, 
Harrison Filis, according to his sworn tes­ 
timony, issued 242 McDuffie tickets to Re­ 
plican voters and saw them voted. 
Lance Bryant, witness for eontestee, swears 
that if the Inspectors only counted twenty-four 
votes for contestant they tailed to count"some 
of the votes he received ; that 2-»J Republican 
voters cast their ballots, an l only lour for cou- 
testee. Yet the mspoctors only counted twenty- 
four for contestant, but 163 lor eontestee As io 
Martin's preciue't, in the same county. Nathan 
Stratton swears that he isstt- d 364 McDuffie tick­ 
ets to electora, and Ne<l Httway swears that he 
saw the tickets so issued to the colored voters 
handed to the Inspectors; still the Inspectors 
counted only eighteen for contestant, but 31<* 
for eontestee.'' 


Respecting Mitchell Mill precinct, Dallas I 
county, “ Lott P. Thoaeas swears Ihat he issued 
307 McDuffie tickets, uud saw 
put their votes 
in the window ; Kill the Inspectors counted 
only thirty-four for contestant, but 200 for cou- 
teitee.” 
As to Brown's precinct, also in Dallas county, 
county, "Charles H. Walker swears that a list 
was kept outside of voters for McDuffie, and it 
contained the names of 282 electors ; that after 
the vote was announced by the Inspectors the 
Republican electors expressed great dissatisfac­ 
tion. and that a meeting was called and 2o0 
electors pnt down their names as having voted 
for McDuffie. Lewis Berid swears that he issued 
McDuffie tickets to electors, and saw 285 elect­ 
ors vote these tickets, and still the Inspectors 
counted only fifty-two votes lor contestant and 
207 for eontestee. 
The facts relating to Snow Hill precinct, in 
the same county, are epitomized as follows: 
“ Daniel Carnriehael swears that he was issuing 
McDuffie tickets and keeping tally of same; 
that 125 electors voted there that day for John 
V. McDuffie, Votes counted lor McDuffie, 15 ; 
for Davidson ,451. 
There k no sort of honest politics that 
can defeat such manipulation as that. 
Four out of the five counties in the dis­ 
trict are shown by the evidence on file to 
have been carried for the Democracy in 
like manner. In the remaining county 
the Republicans triumphed by 1,530 ma­ 
jority because of a split in tlie Democratic 
local organization. In that county, how­ 
ever, the Republicans and Democrats 
jointly controlled the election machinery, 
while in the other counties it was wholly 
in the hands of the Democracy. Y et de­ 
spite the proof of such frauds it is impos­ 
sible for a Republican contestant from a 
Southern State to secure a seat held by 
one of unwashed, sent up to Congress upon 
certificates issued upon elections in which 
the votes of Republicans were smothered. 
A Northern Republican would stand a 
fairer chance of obtaining justice, but the 
Democrats in Congress dare not offend the 
bull-dozers and ballot-box manipulators of 
the South by questioning their acts.

THE 
ADMINISTRATION AND 
SERVICE REFORM. 
CIVIL 


Mr. Chauncey M. Depew, in his address 
before the Chicago Union League Club, 
on Wednesday, arraigned the President 
upon his supposed ambition for a second 
term. Mr. Depew, while conceding hon­ 
esty and directness of purpose as virtues of 
Mr. Cleveland in his political character, 
charges him with evasion of the civil 
service reform, and with ignorance of the 
great issues before the country. To the 
latter, of course, Mr. Cleveland’s friends 
will reply that the charge has no greater 
force than is given by the personal and 
partisan opinion of Air. Depew. While 
that is probably entitled to as much weight 
as the views of the Democratic leaders— 
since Mr. Depew is a publicist of experi­ 
ence, foresight and cultivated intelligence 
—concerning the former there can be made 
no successful denial. Mr. Cleveland took 
office under express contract with the peo­ 
ple to enforce civil service reform regula­ 
tions. But he has permitted his party to 
control in that matter, with the result that 
the reform has not, during his administra­ 
tion. made the slightest advancement. On 
the contrary, retrogression has been its 
rule. No less than seven bills antagonistic 
to the reform, in one way or another, have 
been introduced by Democratic Represent­ 
atives, and two for the direct repeal of the 
reform law ; but Mr.Clcveland has uttered 
not one word of rebuke to these exponents 
of the real thought of his party. Indeed, 
the membership of the organization openly 
assails the reform, and allows no opportu­ 
nity to escape to sneer at and revile the 
law and the principle involved. The 
President went into office having the power 
to carry oitl the reform in its integrity, and 
to repel all assaults upon it, instead 
of which, with apparent unconcern, lie has 
witnessed numberless attempts to bring it 
into disrepute. If there were no other is­ 
sues before the country, the dismal failure 
of Mr. Cleveland to stand true to civil serv­ 
ice reform is alone sufficient upon which'to 
arraign his ambition to succeed himself. 
The s[)oils of office, patronage, place, these 
are the motors and tlie aims of bossism. 
Remove them, and the most odious 
incubus of American politics will be 
shaken off. Has Air. Cleveland manifested 
since lie entered into office a disposition to 
foster the effort of civil-service reformers 
to attain these ends? His three years’ 
record fails to disclose any evidence that 
he has done so, hut it does prove that his 
administration has seriously crippled the 
reform, while claiming to be its friend. 
As the Oregonian well puts it, in speaking 
of Air. Conkling’s rumored letter to Chair­ 
man Jones, in which he treats of Mr. 
Cleveland’s administration almost jocoselv, 
and particularly finds the civil-service 
pretentions of the administration a source 
of infinite jest: 
The civil service policy of tlie administration 
has consisted in looking one way and rowing 
another. Ot course Republicans have no occa­ 
sion to complain of the fact that the public 
service has been transferred to Democratic 
hands. They had no right or reason to expect 
any thins: else. But all men lmve a ri^ht to crit­ 
icise and protest against hypocritical preten­ 
sions aud false statements: and Mr. Uonkling, 
thereloie, very properly makes the civil-service 
professions of the administration the subject of 
pungent jest. That there has been, virtually, a 
clean sweep for the sake of party, and in most 
cases for the sake of Iubrieating somebody’s 
political machine, is the fact that stands now to 
view before the whole peopie. Tlie considera­ 
tion governing the apj>oiutments has been 
either the reward of partisan services in the 
pa^t or expected party service in the future.

CLUB ORGANIZATION AGAIN. 
The New Y'ork Tribune says: “As a re­ 
sult of the wise, hopeful work done by the 
Convention of Republican clubs, the partv 
will go into the coming national campaign 
materially strengthened in every State in 
the Union. The judgment which sum­ 
moned the Convention lias been fully ap­ 
proved. It was a sagacious political move­ 
ment. All that its projectors could have 
hoped for has been brilliantly accom­ 
plished, and the framework of a splendid 
political machine, extending all over the 
nation, has been built up in a day.” This 
will not apply to California, unless very 
speedy action is taken. We have not 
heard of a club in this State forming and 
affiliating with the national club league. 
A large club has been organized in San 
Francisco, but none in the interior coun­ 
ties. Republicans of this State should not 
delay until the heat of the campaign be­ 
fore they organize and fall into line with 
the league. Organization should he effected 
now, when the blood is cool and the judg­ 
ment calm, and when it is possible to form 
clubs the bosses cannot control. Weeks 
ago attention was called to the need for 
prompt action if club independence is to 
he secured. We must be up and doing in 
this matter if we expect any sort of suc­ 
cess commensurate with the importance of 
the approaching campaign. The league 
plan is the best ever put into operation. 
It provides for clubs that are to be 
free from pledges to candidates, de­ 
voted to the work of disseminating 
political truths, to encouraging calm polit­ 
ical discussion, and to the furtherance of 
Republican party interests, but not for the 
purpose of wearing the uniform of a can­ 
didate, or doing the will of a boss. These 
clubs are independent, free, self-sustaining 
organizations of independent citizens de­ 
siring the welfare of the county, and 
believing administration of its affairs by 
the Republican party is the best means to 
that end.

Tiie San Francisco Bulletin lias dis­ 
covered the source from which the New 
Y’ork Herald gained the remarkably ridic­ 
ulous “ information ” that but 381 China­ 
men came to this country in 1883, 84 in 
1884, 57 in 1885, and .s iu 1886.

Their Government has not. as a 
matter of fact, issued any such certificates to 
date. But in tlie earlier days of restriction a 
number of peanut venders, professing to be 
"merchant princes," and slave boys pretending 
to be students, were admitted by the Courts on 
certificates that subsequently proved to have 
been worthless. These would figure as true im­ 
migrants. anil it is of these that the sagacious 
New Y’ork Ilerahl elearlv has got hold. We have 
a suspicion tiiat the eight Chinese immigrants 
with which the year last; is alone credited were 
tlie Chinese Embassador and suite. 
T h e Cleveland Leader and Herald pub­ 
lishes a letter from a subscriber in Pasa­ 
dena, Cal., in which he orders his paper 
stopped. The reason given is that he can­ 
not receive the paper with any regularity, 
because there is such poor postal service 
upon this coast, the department “ not allow­ 
ing enough help to distribute the mails.” 
Whereupon the Cleveland paper indulges 
in this incisive criticism: 
This is but a sample of the complaints that 
are received almost daily from subscribers on 
the Pacific coast. The postal service ill Oregon 
ami California is ah -niiuable. and has been ever 
since the Democratic administration began to 
eut down expenses in order that a favorable 
showing might he made ill the annual report of 
the Postmaster-General. What with inefficient 
Democratic clerks in the East, and niggardly 
approprialions in the far West, the postal service 
is rapidly becoming demoralized. It might he 
well to turn the “ rascals" in again.

Willis and Itev. Mr. Anderson, of Marys­ 
ville. were in the city yesterday, planning 
to have Mr. Hammond visit Marysville 
after the close of his labors here. To-night 
the usnal pavilion service will be held, and 
the usual day services. Saturday evening 
a large service will be held for men only at 
the pavilion, beginning at 7:30. A grand 
children’s rally will occur at the pavilion 
Sunday at 3 o’clock. 
At the afternoon meeting yesterday 
Mr. Anderson read the following extract 
from a book recently published, the life of 
Dr. Goodeil, concerning the work of Mr. 
Hammond in .-t. Louis, when Dr. Goodeil 
was a pastor at that time ; 
“ After eight weeks ot earnest union ef­ 
fort by the churches, under tbe lead of 
Rev. E. P. Hammond, the evangelist, there 
is no indication either of God’s hiding his 
face from us, or of souls ceasing to seek the 
great salvation. Thecry goes wringiagdown 
the advancing lines of God’s hosts, ‘St. 
Louis at last for Christ!’ 
“ Over two hundred union meetings have 
been held, those iu the morning, during 
business hours, always crowded, as well as 
those in the evening. Twenty-five thou­ 
sand more have signed the covenant to be 
the Lord’s, and this is only' a small portion 
of those that have been converted. From 
the first, tbe work has continued silent, 
deep and powerful, ami entirely free from 
any excess. The prayer of yesterday is 
answered to-day. The doctrines of tbe 
cross are uttered, and straightway the soul 
ciies out, ’ What shall 1 do to be saved .” 
“ A business man is strongly intrenched 
in worldhness to-day ; to-morrow he says : 
‘Sir, we would see Jesus;’ and the next 
day he lias sought his neighbor. All past 
enmity is reconciled, and they are kneeling 
together at the foot of the cross. How soon 
God by his power can change the whole 
moral aspect of a community, and direct 
into new channels the currents of thought 
ami feeling and activity. Every Christian 
here feels that a surprising advance, which 
must be permanent, has been made in the 
spiritual tone of this city, i was piresent at 
the great Opera House last night, and saw 
the 1,500 gathered there listening with 
wrant and tearful interest, hour after hour, 
to the plainest gospel truths from the lips 
of Mr. Hammond, whom God has made a 
pillar of light and power in all this work : 
another preacher, speaking at the same 
time to 2,001* people in the street, who 
could not gain admittance inside. As I 
saw the 2,000 (at least) rise to express their 
determination to become Christians, and as 
I worked until after 11 o’clock in the par­ 
quet among strong men bowed down in 
conviction of sin, and anxious for the sal­ 
vation of their souls, and heard the joyous 
and triumphant confession of deliverance 
and pardon through the power of redeem­ 
ing love, and from eyes unused to shed 
tears read the story of a new-found hope in 
the blessed Jesus, the thought came to me 
again and again, eternity alone will reveal 
the extent and blessedness of this work.” 
Mr. Hammonds text last night was 1 
John ii.. 1; “ We have an advocate with 
the Father, Jesus Christ, the righteous.” 
He defined and enlarged upon the condi­ 
tions and qualifications of an advocate as 
applied to law, and the practice of Courts 
on the earth, and very vividly and effec­ 
tively carried across the parallel to Jesus 
Christ in tlie Court of the Judgment. 
He told this story of the conversion of 
Tbos. A. D. Fessenden, of Maine, as re­ 
lated byr Mr. Fessenden himself in a public 
meeting. Mr. Fessenden was at that time 
a prominent lawyer in Lewiston, Me. 
Speaking of his conversion, Mr. Fessenden 
said : 
“ I cannot refrain from saying that it is 
repugnant to my natural feelings to speak 
of nivself; but in the hope that it may 
possibly, with God’s blessing, be the means 
ol some little good, I will speak. 
" I feel impelled to speak for the cause of 
Jesus, and of my late experience, though 
my words be feeble. My story is a simple 
one. But a short time since 1 had snppo-ed 
that 1 was possessed of a strong will, of 
good nerves, and of a clear judgment. 
“ I did not think 1 was emotional and I 
remarked to it friend wiiii whom 1 was 
conversing, and who mentioned that Mr. 
Hammond was creating an excitement, that 
if he could raise any emotion in me, I 
should like to have him, for it was dull, 
and had been so long since 1 had felt emo­ 
tion. that 1 should like to feel it. One 
Sunday evening it entered my mind that 1 
would go and hear. I went and listened 
intently, hut it was without expectation 
that it would afford me any pleasure, ex­ 
cept that of hearing one who, front report, 
appeared to be an earnest and impassioned 
speaker. I listened to him and went away. 
I descanted to my friends upon his power of 
illustrating, and told them that he drew 
upon his travels for his figures of speech. 
I was utterly indifferent, so far as my per­ 
sonal stale was concerned. Some lime alter 
1 attended again, and listened attentively. 
I fastened ray eye upon the speaker, atid 
lot stun • moments his gaze was riveted 
noon mine, as he addressed me in tones 
of impassioned earnestness to come to 
Christ. It was thus I began to think, is 
this thing real ? Is it necessary? Is it a 
duty we have resting upon us?" But when 
the sermon closed, I walk down the aisle, 
and out of the church alone. I thought 
then, there is no necessity of my stooping 
liPre to talk with these people, it will do 
well enough for persons not in the habit 
of thinking for themselves, but not for 
me. I concluded that I would not 
go again, but on reflection, I said I will 
go. 1 am not afraid to hear the man. 
I went. I was interested in the sermon. 
I was interested iu the experience of Mr. 
Wright. I was interested and moved by the 
affecting prayer for physiciansand lawyers, 
more particularly, perhaps, because I had 
been introduced to Mr. Hammond during 
the day, and thought he might have me in 
mind, and my heart was somewhat soft­ 
ened, but f did not heed the invitation to 
stop, but steeling my heart I walked to the 
door. 1 was overtaken by him. He urged 
me and a friend who was with me, to re­ 
main. He said my old father was pray­ 
ing for me, and kindly pressed me to stay. 
He asked me to promise him that I would 
pray that night, but I refused the promise, 
and said I would see him next day. As 1 
walked down the still street my feelings 
overcame me, and I wept, huí when I 
neared my home I endeavored to crush 
out all my feelings of remorse, so that I 
might enter the presence of my wife calm 
and unmoved, for f would not let her see 
that a man in the prime of life could be so 
wrought upon and appear so unmanly. I 
sat down, but my grief cante over me. and 
I covered my face with my handkerchief. 
She sought to comfort me. 1 choked down 
tny sensations for a moment, and said, 
‘This is excitement; it will soon pass 
away.’ But she replied, ‘ It is the Spirit of 
God struggling with you,’ and beeged me 
to yield to its influences. I was softened. 
I asked her to pray ; she did so, and asked 
me to pray, and for the first time since I 
was a young boy I knelt and prayed. The 
next morning Mr. Hammond ruet me. He 
talked a moment with nte in the street and 
I invited hint to my office. He then talked 
and prayed with me, and I tried to pray. 
He left, and during that day I was over­ 
whelmed with mental anguish. My sins 
were before m e; the memory of my past life 
cante vividly to my mind, and temptations 
and suggestions of all sorts pressed upon 
me to shake off these delusions, but I 
prayed constantly and fervently in my 
mind that the 'Spirit of God would not 
leave me. but would continue to strive. 
That evening I attended meeting, and heard 
the story of the Son of God ; that He came 
to save the lost; that for our sakes He was 
treated as though a guilty rebel: of His 
agony on ti e cross; anti when I listened to 
the words of the dying Jesus, in the ex­ 
tremity of agony, ‘Mv God! My God ! why 
hast tlioti forsaken me .” my heart melted. 
I stopped at the inquiry meeting, and ot? 
my knees 1 promised God that, if He would 
forgive my sins. I would take sides with 
Jesus—that I would stand up for Jesus— 
give my heart to Him, and would trust to 
Hint and be His. I was at peace ; hence I 
am willing to stand up and speak to you to­ 
night. This may seem to some a simple 
story, but appears a solemn reality to me.”

The Father of His Prison. 
Readers of “Little Dorrit” may remem­ 
ber a curious character Dickens introduced 
into that story in the person of the “Father 
of the Marshalsea.” This venerable jail­ 
bird had spent the major part of a septua­ 
genarian's existence in his Majesty’s debt­ 
or’s prison, known as the Marshalsea, and 
from long association with the place had 
got to look upon it as his home. 
In the case of Folsom this doubtful 
honor falls to tlie lot of James McKenzie, 
who hails from “ayont the Tweed.” Mc­ 
Kenzie has been in the prison since it first 
opened, and in the course of his involun­ 
tary sojourn there lias seen adiij;ni*traii<>n 
succeed administration, iu much the same 
sequence as Macbeth beheld the phantom 
procession of Scottish kings. Despite his 
long confinement McKenzie enjovs excel­ 
lent health, and though on the shady side 
of fifty is as erect and straight-limbed 
as a grenadier. The namesake of Sir Morel 
ntay any day be observed plying his drill 
and his hammer in the prison quarry, with 
an industry considerably in advance of his 
skill. Not being ot an imaginative turn of 
mind McKenzie is sadly unappreciative ol 
the patriarchal honor Ins long connection 
with the prison has made him heir to. 
If all goes well McKenzie will, in twenty- 
one months, be a free man. If, however, 
his freedom should be anticipated by a 
summons which is served with strict im­ 
partiality on bond and free at some time or 
another in their careers, it is to be hoped 
that the venerable prisoner’s apprentice­ 
ship to stone-cutting may be utilized to 
happy advantage in the direction of fash­ 
ioning blocks of chalcedony and jasper for 
"wings” to the “mansions incorruptible,” 
which latter, by the time the unfortunate 
Scotchman reaches them, will surely be in 
need of the additions hinted at.

CONTRACT AWARDED. 


D e s i:r i|)lic n o f t h e 
S e le c te d f o r th e 
M a r s h a ll M o n u m e n t. 
The Marshall Monument Commissioners 
met last evening, President Caminetti in 
the chair, ai! the members present. The 
object of the meeting was to selecta pian 
from the ten submitted. After examining 
each one carefully and hearing the explan­ 
ations and suggestions from the various 
sculptors, architects and marble-workers 
present, the Hoard went into executive 
session. 
On motion of Commissioner Hotmeister, 
the design submitted by P. Marion Wells 
of 
Han 
Francisco, 
was 
unanimously 
adopted. It wiil s’and 39 feet tj inches in 
hight. 
The monument itself will be 30 
feet high, of colossal proportions, the cap 
being 5 feet square, on top of which is a 
portrait statue of Marshall 9 feet 6 inches 
in hight. The plaster of Paris model of the 
statue on file represents the “ Discoverer of 
gold ” dressed in the garb of the frontiers­ 
man of forty years ago. Ilia pants rolled 
up to the boot-tops, soft felt hat, pistol at 
his side, his arms bared to the elbovr. 
In the open palm of his hand rests a nug­ 
get of gold, the first taken from the mill- 
race at Colonia. His right hand index fin­ 
ger extended poin-s to the river below, to 
the very spot where the memorable dis­ 
covery was made. To give some idea of 
the size of the monument it can he stated 
that one block of granite will weigh four­ 
teen tons, and the statue itself wiil weigh 
between five and six tons. The monument 
will rest on the grave of Marshall, on the 
apex of Marshall Hill, which is elevated 
above the main street of the town of Co­ 
lonia some 300 feet, and is half a mile dis­ 
tant. It is a sightly point, and for this rea­ 
son was selected by Marshall for his last 
resting-place. It can be seen from every 
point in the valley, and no one can ever 
pass through that most beautiful mountain 
vale without seeing this monumental pile. 
The Commission had two objects in view— 
size and symmetry of form—both of which 
are attained in the designed adopted. Made 
of native granite, it will stand fur ages, and 
through all time will be an honor to the 
State, as well as serving to perpetuate the 
name and history of the man who made 
the discovery that at once populated the 
Pacific coast, and within three short years 
carved from the wilderness of the West a 
State that now is, and through all time 
must be, the brightest star in the Confeder­ 
ation. 
The necessary papers will be drawn up 
within a few days, the contract awarded 
and the monument completed within the 
next ten months.

A P ro b ab le Solution of th e (Question of 
F illing C hina Slough. 
The sub-Committee on Permanent Ex­ 
position Building submitted a report con­ 
cerning the new building, which is now in 
process of construction. The committee 
suggested that some plan be adopted to se­ 
cure the co-operation of the surrounding 
counties in making a proper exhibit of 
their different products as soon as practica­ 
ble after the completion of the building. 
They also requested that a committee be 
appointed to formulate plans of action to 
be submitted to the next meeting. The 
Chair appointed as such committee Messrs. 
Hamilton, Parker, Alsip, Weinstock and 
Liudley. 
The sub-Committee (Colonel Hamilton, 
Chairman ) on the Descriptive Letter made 
the following report: 
Sacramento. February 23,1SSS. 
To Vie Improvement Association of the City and 
County of Sacramento—Gentleman: Your sub­ 
committee having charge of the letter: descrip­ 
tive of Sacramento city and valley aud Central 
California, beg leave to teport. 'J hat we have 
contracted with the agent of the A. N. Kellogg 
Newspaper Company to publish two letters of 
twenty inches each, in 1,100 weekly newspapers 
in New York. Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, Michigan, Iowa, Wisconsin, Kansas, 
Minnesota, Nebraska and Missouri, for the sum 
of S5Ú0, payment to be made when the 1,100 
different copies of said papers, containing the 
letters arc delivered to said committee. 
We have received 1,170 different papers con­ 
taining the first letter and 161 copies, containing 
the second letter, and will probably receive the 
balance during the week.

A CLEAR WATER I'EOPOSITIO::. 
Mr.Cald wei!, of the Hyatt Filter Company, 
appeared before the committee and illus­ 
trated with maps and drawings the advisa- 
bilityand the pos ibilily ot furnishing clear 
water for domestic purposes to this city. 
He said : 
Gentleman: I appear before von this evening to 
present the claims of the Hyatt Pure Water Com­ 
pany of New York. I have no intention of 
making anything like a speech. 
i have been in your city four or five days, and 
learn that three plans for supplying the city 
with clear water have been discussed. I do not 
wish to decry any rival plan, but rather to up­ 
hold my own. 
I understand that this discussion culminated 
in the call for a report from a sub committee 
appointed by this Association. 
That sub-committee presented their report on 
October 3d, of last year, and contained substan­ 
tial 1 y the following language: 
"1. Your committee find no fault with the 
present water supply. 
"2. Your committee have reliable evidence 
that the Sacramento river furnishes a better 
water than that supplied to any city in the State 
of California. 
“ 3. That the water is free from reproach from 
a sanitary point ot view. 
•4. Your committee wish it distinctly under­ 
stood that they do not want a change became 
they expect to supply a better quality of water. 
It must be a source of great congratulation to 
have such a vast volume and such splendid 
quality oi water ilowing unceasingly past vour 
very door.’’ 
The above report was made by some of your 
most enlightened citizens, aud can, therefore, 
be relied upon as beinc correct. 
In another pari ot the report fault was found 
with one thing, and that was the mud or slick- 
eus held in suspension in the water. It appears, 
therefore, that if this mud could be removed 
from the water, leaving it clear and sparkliDg 
to the eye. wholesome and palatable to the 
taste, abundant and constant supply, then all 
the conditions of a perfect water system would 
be flilfilled to you. 
This, gentlemen, is just what would be guar­ 
anteed your growing city by adopting the Hyatt 
pure-water system. 
This is a system that has been adopted 
by Atlanta, 6a.; Charleston, W. Va.; Somer­ 
ville, N. J.: Raritan, N. J.; Eau Claire, Wis ;

Mr. Caldwell 
said that in New Orleans, where the system 
is in use, no less than ten toes of slickens 
are removed from the water daily by a fil­ 
tering aparatus of 1,000,000 gallons capacity 
per day. If Sacramento used only a 4.000,­ 
000 gallon filter about forty tons of mud 
would be removed from the water daily, 
and all of this conld be carried in a 
' sluice box and 
dumped 
into 
China 
slough, tilling that ancient evesore to the 
brim with solid earth in less than five 
years. Mr. Caldwell said that was claim­ 
ing a great deal, " but the citizens of Sacra­ 
mento.” he said, ” may rest assured that 
we will and we can do what we promise.’ 
He said that the people would not be asked 
to pay until the system was proven a suc­ 
cess. The matter was finally referred to 
the Water Committee for further consider- 
tion. 
N. Clark appeared before the committee 
and stated that in ail probability be would 
not rebuild his jiottery. which was re­ 
cently destroyed by tire, unless he was 
otlered some inducements in the reduction 
of freight rates on raw material. 
At pres­ 
ent rates it is a losing game to manufacture 
here, while at Alameda, where Mr. Clark 
has another establishment, the business 
can be carried on quite profitably. With­ 
out taking any action on the matter the 
committee adjourned.

FIR E COMMISSIONERS. 


They D ecide to C om m ence a M andam us 
Suit a t O uce. 
At noon yesterday the Board of Fire 
Commissioners met in special session. All 
the members present. 
Mr. Griffitts, President of the Board, 
stated the object of the meeting was to 
take steps to immediately commence suit 
against the Board of City Trustees to com­ 
pel the latter to make the tax levy suffi­ 
ciently large to raise funds enough to run 
the department tor one year. 
Commissioners Weil and Griffitts defined 
their position, using the same arguments 
advanced iu their communication which 
appeared in the R ecord-Union ot yester­ 
day. 
Mr. Griffitts who is an cx-County Asses­ 
sor, said : “ There is one thing that stands 
in the way of the prosperity of Sacramento, 
and that is her high rate of taxation. The 
levy this year is two cents, and tiiat is inade­ 
quate to meet the demands of the city. 
The fault does not lie with the city, but 
with those in charge of the local govern­ 
ment, 
A tax levy of two cents staggers 
the 
individual 
who 
comes 
here to 
make an investment. 
He looks at onr 
iiigh rate of taxation, his mind is immedi­ 
ately made up, and he gives Sacramento 
the go by. And why not? Other cities of 
les3 importance have a much less rate of 
taxation, aud offers to the capitalists, or 
the man who wishes to embark in legiti­ 
mate business enterprises belter induce­ 
ments. Why is our rate so excessive, and 
can it be remedied ? Í3 a question that does 
ami should interest every business man 
and every citizen in this city who has an 
interest in our future prosperitj'. In the 
first place onr tax-roll should be increased 
to $16,000,000. Last week a block in t he 
ess'.ern poition of the city changed hands 
for $2.800 cash. The property is assessed 
for $550. While much of the property in 
the city is assessed iiigh enough, a large 
majority of it is assessed at a figure entirely 
too low, and which necessitates an in­ 
creased tax rate. What this city needs, 
what its future prosperity demands and 
what alone will reduce its levy to one cent 
or less is high license. This we should 
have, aud then Sacramento's future is as­ 
sured.” 
After considerable discussion, Mr. Weil 
moved that the President of the Board be 
authorized to employ counsel to bring a 
suit of mandamus against the Trustees, to 
compel them to allow the amount asked 
by the Commissioners. 
The motion was seconded by Mr. Griffitts 
and passed by the following vote : Aves— 
Griffitts and Weil—2. Noes—Slater—1. 
M. O'Meara filed the decision of Judge 
Armstrong in the case of “ the people in re 
M. O’Meara vs. Cornelius Sullivan,” which 
declares O’Meara to be Chief of the depart­ 
ment. 
Mr. O'Meara stated that he was 
ready to enter upon the duties of the office, 
and requested tin? keys and other property 
belonging to his department. 
His request 
was complied with. 
Con. Sullivan still retains the position of 
Superintendent of the Fire Alarm.

M r. W eil R ises to R e m a rk — Likew ise 
A uditor M cKee. 
Fire Commissioner Weil stated to a re­ 
porter last evening that he was rather 
amused at an item he had just read in the 
Bee. It is too silly, he said, to be classed as 
absurd. It says, in referring to the Com­ 
missioners : 
Why didn't they quote the first part of it as 
follows: "tin or be lore the first day of March, 
1873, and annually thereafter, the Board ot Fire 
Commissioners shall report fully and in detail 
to the Board of Trusteee of the City of Sacra­ 
mento the operations of the past year, and a 
statement of all the property under the control 
of said Board of Fire Commissioners, anil its 
condition, together with such recommendations 
and suggestions as they see fit, aud an estimate 
of the probable expense of the i-ire Depart­ 
ment constituted by this Act for the ensuing 
year.” 
Continuing, 
Mr. 
Weil said: “ Why 
should we quote that any more than we 
should the ninth commandment of Moses ? 
It says we shall on or before March 1st 
make our annual report, and tins is dona 
every year on the last of February, the close 
of the fiscal year. Here is what "we are re­ 
quired to do, and did do. Read this letter ■ 
Sacramento, January 22,18S8. 
II. I. Seymour, Esq.: The footing of the city 
assessment roll amounts to 512,105,000. Will you 
please request the Board ot Fire Commissioners 
to determine at their next meeting the amount 
of tax they require for the next year, as this 
Board will levy the tax probably February tith. 
By so doing you will greatly oblige, yours truly, 
E. li. McKee. 
“ One of the Trustees insinuates that 
there is something ' unclean ’ in our affairs, 
by asking what we want with $250 worth 
of soap. If the Trustee referred to made a 
remark of that kind, he shows more ignor­ 
ance than I should attribute to hint. He 
certainly does not know what is on file 
with the City Auditor, or, it he does, he is 
seeking to misrepresent us. The item he 
refers to reads: ‘ Oils, soaps and sponges. 
$250.’ 
We burn coal oil all night in all the 
houses, and the engines, machines, hose, 
harness, etc. require during the year 
quite an 
amount 
of 
machine 
and 
other 
oil, and 
I 
doubt 
if the as­ 
tute 
gentleman 
would 
enter 
into 
a contract to furnish those supplies for the 
coming year at that price. Soap is a small 
item, and perhaps would not amount to 
say more than $5 or $10. It is very easy to 
misrepresent, but in no other way can they 
tear down the statement we made in ac­ 
cordance with law, and in doing so we 
complied with it fully and completely, 
Mayor Gregory and Trustee Ryau to the 
contrary, notwithstanding. 
“ The article in the Bee last night would 
certainly furnish amusement to a school­ 
boy. Such contradictions, such whoppers. 
Just listen, while I read: ‘ Last year the 
Fire Department cost as much as all the 
schools.’ 
Great Ctesar, where does the 
Bee get its statistics from. 
It is silly to 
contradict such statements. The /hvknows 
better than that. It knows that while the 
tire department costs less than $30,000 the 
pnblic schools cost more than $80,000. 
However, $50.000 is nothing to them ; 
that is a mere bagatelle to some newspaper 
men. The Trustees are not in favor of an 
extra engine. We have given our reasons 
for one, and would not discuss it over 
again, for if they are not good none can be 
offered. I won’t read the balance ot the 
item, I have read enough of it.” 


a n d s t il l th e y come. 
Later in the evening Auditor McKee 
dropped in. Picking up the Bee he called 
the reporter's attention to the following 
item : 
Though the Fire Commis-ioners failed to <lo 
their duty in reierence to reports to the Trus­ 
tees, iu their monthly reports to the City Auditor 
can tie found such as, "Con Sullivan (inci­ 
dentals)—8245.” 
“ Now,” remarked the Auditor, ‘‘if the 
Bee wants to know what became of that 
$245 they can call at the office and find 
audited bills aggregating that amount. In­ 
stead of drawing innumerable small war­ 
rants of 50 cents, 75 cents, $1, etc., these 
bills are allowed by the Commissioners and 
paid by drawing a warrant for the full 
amount in favor of the Chief Engineer. It 
is all straight, has been a rule of the past 
and wiil he continued with Mr. O’Meara as 
Chief. The item is intended to convey a 
wrong impression. 
"Another thing I wish to speak about,” 
said the Auditor, “is this : Mr. Weil in bis 
card yesterday said he called at my office 
to get information which he failed to 
obtain. 
He called late in the day, and as 
I had to go to the Court-house on immedi­ 
ate business, I could not at that moment 
furnish it for him. 
" I subsequently found the following in 
the minutes of the meeting of the Trustees, 
held January 28. 1884: ‘Messrs. Carey, Wit- 
tenbrock and Hall appeared and stated 
that from the result of the water test, they 
considered that a hose carriage located about 
Twentieth street would be sufficient, with­ 
out a fire engine. Mr. Carey proposed to 
give the city the use of a lot 40x80 on 
Nineteentli and L streets for five years 
free. At the expiration of five years he 
would deed the same to the city at a price 
to be named by a committee appointed for 
that purpose, or would rent the same to 
the city at a reasonable price, or permit 
all improvements to be removed from the 
lot without charge.’ The proposition was 
taken under consideration.”

M fc* have had the water pressed out bv 
■ |* r in g e r , but not twisted and wrung bv 
tM ® m ds. 
It i» not thoroughly rinsing 
out rite soap that hardens flannel; it is 
washing it with ail the dust in that grimes 
and discolors it. It is {¡wringing that twists 
and mats the little libers together, instead 
of pulling and shaking, which leaves them 
elastic and springy. 
The water should not 
be too hot for the hands to lie comfortable 
in. as boiling water is used to full cloth 
and shrink flannel. 
Mrs. Ellen Richards, who is a great 
chemical authority for housekeeping, ad­ 
vises to have all tine woolens and all 
babies’ woolens washed witli ammonia water 
rather than soap-suds. 
T his is not the 
crude ammonia that is sold for cleaning 
paint or carpets, hut washing ammonia 
sold at the druggist’s or chemist's for the 
purpose. 
Put two tablespoonfuls o f this 
ammonia into a quart of cold water. 
Then 
add half a pailful of hot water, not boiling, 
until it is of comforable temperature to 
hear the hand, and wash the flannels in 
this one hy one. 
If the ammonia were 
added to hot water directly, or to boiling 
water, al*out six-sevenths of it would be 
lost, Mrs. Richards says.

must only be prepared as it is need to be
